Voters of Antloch arc asked to go 
to the polls Tuesday, Oct. 14 to ap- 
prove a $20,000 bond issue so that the 
new fire station can be built 

Village trustees meeting Monday, 
evening in special session agreed on 
the date and planned for the ballot- 
ing at the city hall. , ) 

Passage of the bond issue has be- 
come imperative. 

• The fire department is in the pro- 
cess of buying a new truck -which 
cannot be housed in the present fire 
house because of its size. 

Knowing this, the board has re- 
peated its. earlier attempt to get bids 
on the construction of the new build- 
ing on the park lot facing Orchard 
St., and hopes to let a contract even 
before the citizens go to the polls. 

The board's action is not a squeeze 
play on the part of the taxpayers, 
the trustees said, but an emergency 
measure decided upon after it was 
found that with rising prices, moneys 
on hand were insufficient to meet 
the cost. At the same time it was ac- 
knowledged that the money in the 
treasury of the fire department 
should be used for equipment, of the 
building rather than for the building 
Itself. 

The, ballots cast at the referendum 
will mean acknowledgement of ah 
unfavorable situation and the approv- 
al of voters on the action of the 
board which in turn was forced upon 
it by the breakdown of the old fire 
truck and the purchase of a new one. 
"We know this isn't the time to 
build," said President George Bart- 
lett, "but there isn't anything else 
we can do," he admitted, and mem- 
bers of the village board and the fire 
department are in unanimous agree- 
ment with him. 

All parts not absolutely necessary 
to the building have been eliminated 
for the time being from the proposed 
new fire house. They, will be added 
when costs arc less if desired. 

Although a new city hall is also 
contemplated, the trustees expect to 
get along for a while in their present 
building until prices of construction 
come down. 

Unlike other villages, Antioch has 
no indebtedness at present.

Rural patrons of the Antioch post- 
office have done much in recent 
years to cooperate in making their 
mail boxes more convenient for mall 
carriers, according to* Postmaster Roy 
Kufalk.

Al- 
so their names have been painted on 
these boxes to assist the carriers and 
their substitutes in delivering the 
mails. This is invaluable when one 
realizes that there arc 1600 rural 
mall boxes In this community, Kufalk 
said. \

rural boxes, a very worthy aid for 
saying time in serving the routes and 
for beautifying the surroundings of 
such subdivisions.

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When The Voters Decide 

At frequent intervals, American citizens have the 
opportunity to vote on issues which in one way or 
another involve private ownership and operation of 
electric utilities. And in the majority of instances pri- 
vate enterprise is given the green linht. 

Recently in Oklahoma, six small towns voted on 
whether or not to extend the franchises of a large power 
company. A total of 977 people voted— and 972 of them 
voted "yes"! The utility was favored at the remarkable 
odds of 200 to one! 

Literally thousands of elections have been held 
to decide such issues as proposed municipal plants, 
public power districts, etc. Year in and year out, in 
most cases, the popular verdict has been against public 
ownership— often by extremely heavy majorities. 

Public opinion polls periodically ask a cross sec- 
tion of the American people if they desire or do not 
desire socialization of the electric power industry. I" 
every case, the answer has been no— and always by a 
substantial margin. 

All the factual evidence indicates that the Ameri- 
can people prefer the publicly-regulated, heavily- 
taxed business-managed utility companies to the unregu- 
lated, tax-exempt, bureaucratically-managed systems. 
The demand for socialized power is almost entirely a 
political demand extended by those who would profit 
from it in patronage and political advantage.

Total doctor bills, night calls and nil, | 
involving three different doctors who had spent in the 
aggregate some thirty years preparing to follow their 
profession, amounted to slightly over thirty dollars. 

The next time you hear a "reformer" condemn 
the American medical system, you should ask yourself 
in all sincerity how many other callings— lay or pro 
fessional— give a greater measure of service, dollar 
for dollar, than your doctor.
